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RULES  OF  THE  SENATE 

Tenth  Legislative  Assembly 


RULE  I. 

Hours  of  Meeting — The  hours  of  meeting  of  the 
Senate  shall  be  ten  (10)  o'clock  A.  M.  and  two  (2) 
o'clock  P.  M.,  unless  otherwise  specially  ordered  by  vote 
of  the  Senate. 


RULE  II. 

Call  of  Senate — The  President  shall  call  the  Senate 
to  order  at  the  stated  hour,  and  after  roll  call  and 
prayer  by  the  Chaplain  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  day 
shall  be  read,  corrected  and  approved. 


RULE  III. 

President  Pro  Tem.^The  President  Pro  Tem.  shall, 
in  the  absence  of  the  President,  take  the  chair  and  call 
the  Senate  to  order  at  the  hours  of  the  meetinsfs  of  the 


Senate,  and  have  the  same  power  as  the  President,  but 
the  President  Pro  Tern,  shall  vote  as  any  other  member 
of  the  Senate.  When  the  Senate  is  equally  divided  the 
Secretary  shall  take  tJie  decision  of  the  President. 


RULE  IV. 

Absentees — No  Senator  shall  absent  himself  from 
the  service  of  the  Senate  without  leave  first  obtained. 
A  less  number  than  a  quorum  of  the  Senate  are  here- 
by authorized  to  send  the  Sergeant- at -Arms,  or  any 
other  person  for  any  or  all  absent  Senators,  as  the  ma- 
jority of  such  Senators  present  shall  agree,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  such  absent  Senators,  respectively,  unless  such 
excuse  for  non-attendance  shall  be  made  as  the  Senate, 
when  a  quorum  is  convened,  shall  judge  sufficient;  and 
this  rule  shall  apply  as  well  to  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Senate,  at  the  legal  time  of  meeting,  as  to  each  day  of 
the  session  after  the  hour  has  arrived  to  which  the 
Senate  stood  adjourned. 

The  President,  or  acting  President,  of  the  Senate^  or 
if  less  than  a  quorum  thereof,  shall  have  the  power  to 
issue  process,  directed  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  or  any 
other  person,  to  compel  the  attendance  of  Senators  ab- 
sent without  leave.  Any  Senator  who  shall  refuse  to 
obey  such  process,  unless  sick  and  unable  to  attend, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  contempt  of  the  Senate,  and 
the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  or  other  person  to  whom  such 
process  may  be  directed,  shall  have  the  power  to  use 


such  force  as  may  be  necessary  to  compel  the  attend- 
ance of  such  absent  Senator,  and  for  this  purpose  he 
may  command  the  assistance  of  any  and  all  Peace  Of- 
ficers of  the  County,  or  of  any  County  in  the  State. 


RULE  V. 


Order  of  Business — After  the  reading  and  approval 
of  the  Journal  the  Order  of  Business  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows: 

1.  Presentation   of   Petitions. 

2.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees. 

3.  Reports  of  Select  Committees. 

4.  Messages  from  the  Governor. 

5.  Messages   from    the   House  of   Representatives. 

6.  Introduction  of  Bills. 

7.  First  Reading  of  Bills. 

8.  Second  Reading  of  Bills. 

9.  Motions,  Resolutions  and  Notices. 

10.  Business  on  the  General  File  and  Third  Read- 
ing of  Bills. 

11.  Unfinished  Business  of  the  Preceding  Day. 

12.  Special  Orders  of  the  Day. 

13.  Reports  of  the  Committees  on  Enrollment  and 
Engrossment  shall  at  all  times  be  in  order. 

Provided,  that  Messages  from  the  Governor,  State 
Officers,  and  from  the  House  of  Representatives^  may, 
on  motion  from  any  Senator^  be 'considered  at  any  time. 
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RULE  VI. 

Introduction  of  Bills — All  bills  and  resolutions,  re 
ports  and  papers,  when  introduced,  sliall  be  endorsed 
with  the  name  of  the  Senator  or  Committee  present- 
ing same  to  the  Senate,  with  the  date  of  introduction 
thereon.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  a  Senator 
after  a  notice  given,  or  by  an  order  of  the  Senate,  or 
on  the  report  of  a  committee,  and  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  carbon,  or  other  copy  thereof,  and  one  day's  notice, 
at  least,  must  be  given  of  the  introduction  of  a  bill,  un- 
less two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  vote  to 
dispense  Avith  such  notice,  provided  that  where  a  bib 
is  introduced  by  a  Committee  no  such  notice  shall  be 
required. 


RULE  VII. 

Three  Readings  of  Bills — Every  bill,  memorial  or 
joint  resolution  requiring  the  signature  of  the  Governor 
shall  receive  three  several  readings  previous  to  its 
passage,  and  the  President  shall  give  notice  at  each 
reading  whether  it  be  the  first,  second  or  third  reading. 
But  no  such  bill,  memorial  or  joint  resolution  shall  re- 
ceive a   second  and  third  reading  on  the  same  day. 


RULE  VIII. 

Commitments — No   bill   or   joint   resolution    shall   be 
committed  or  amended  until  it  has  been  twice  read.     If 
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objections  are  raised  to  the  bill  on  its  first  reading;  the 
question  shall  be,  "Shall  the  bill  be  rejected?"  If  no 
objection  be  made^  or  the  question  to  reject  be  lost, 
the  bill  shall  go  to  its  second  reading  without  further 
question. 


RULE  IX. 

Bill  or  Memorial  Requiring  Three  Readings — On  the 
second  reading,  every  bill  or  memorial  requiring  three 
readings,  shall  be  referred  to  the  appropriate  standing 
committee,  which  shall  be  announced  by  the  President, 
unless  the  Senate  on  motion,  make  a  different  order  in 
relation  thereto;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  shall 
take  a  dated  receipt  of  the  chairman  of  each  committee, 
for  all  bills  delivered  to  such  committee. 


RULE  X. 

Printing  of  Bills  and  Papers— Three  hundred  copies  of 
every  bill,  memorial  and  joint  resolution  requiring  three 
readings  shall  be  printed  after  the  second  reading  and 
report  thereof  from  the  appropriate  committee,  in  case 
such  committee,  or  a  minority  thereof,  shall  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  same.  Jind  in  any  event  the 
Senate  may  order  the  printing  of  any  bill,  memorial  or 
joint  resolution.  And  all  bills,  memorials  or  joint  reso- 
lutions that  s.hall  be  printed  must  be   returned  by   the 
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Printing  Committee  within  three  days  unless  further 
time  is  granted  by  order  of  the  Senate  and  Chairman  of 
the  Committee,  and  shall  remain  at  least  one  day  on 
the  files  after  being  printed  before  being  considered. 
Provided,  that  under  no  circumstances  shall  the  original 
bill  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  printer,  but  a  true 
copy  thereof  shall  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the 
Printing  Committee,  and  forthwith  by  that  committee 
delivered  to  the  printer. 


RULE  XI. 

Bills  to  be  Read  Twice  at  Length — The  first  and 
third  reading  of  every  bill,  resolution  or  memorial  shall 
be  at  lengthy  unless  the  Senate  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
shall  dispense  with  one  reading  at  length;  and  in  no 
ease  of  bills  appropriating  money  shall  the  requirements 
of  two  readings  at  length  be  dispensed  with  without  the 
unanimous   consent  of  the   Senators  present. 

The  second  reading  of  every  bill,  resolution  or 
memorial  shall  be  by  its  title. 


RULE  XIL 

Engrossment  of  Bills — The  final  question  upon  the 
second  reading  of  every  bill  or  other  paper,  originating 
in  the  Senate,  and  requiring  three  readings  previous  to 
being  passed  shall  be,  "Shall  it  be  engrossed  and  read  a 


third  time?"  And  upon  every  such  bill  originating  in 
the  House  of  Representatives,  "Shall  it  be  ordered  to  a 
third  reading?"  And  no  amendments  shall  be  received 
for  discussion  at  the  third  reading  of  any  bill,  but  it 
shall  at  all  times  be  in  order  before  the  final  passage  of 
such  bill,  to  move  its  recommitment  under  special  in- 
structions. 


RULE  XIII. 
Question  on  Passage  of  Bills — Upon  a  third  reading 
of  a  Senate  bill,  the  question  shall  be  stated  thus: 
'*This  bill  having  been  read  three  several  times,  the 
question  is,  "Shall  the  bill  pass?"  Upon  the  third  read- 
ing of  the  House  bills  the  question  shall  be  stated 
thus :  "This  bill  having  been  read  three  several  times, 
the  question  is  ,  "Shall  the  bill  be  concurred  in?" 


RULE  XIV. 

Bills,  Amendments  and  Resolutions  Engrossed — All 
bills,  amendments  and  resolutions,  after  being  engrossed, 
in  pursuance  of  the  order  of  the  Senate,  shall  be  care- 
fully examined,  compared  and  reported  back  by  the 
Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  the  engrossed  copy  to 
be  transmitted  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  with 
the  proper  endorsements,  and  the  original  retained  by 
the   Senate. 
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RULE  XV. 
General  File — All  bills  having  received  two  readings 
and  reported  back  by  a  committee  shall  constitute  the 
General  File.  Bills  in  the  General  File  shall  be  ar- 
ranged therein  by  the  Secretary  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  reported,  or  referred  thereto  as  aforesaid,  and 
shall  be  considered  in  the  same  order,  unless  the  Sen- 
ate  shall   direct  otherwise. 


RULE  XVI. 

Bill  or  Resolution  Open  to  Amendment — Substitutes 
may  be  offered  at  any  time  when  a  bill  or  resolution  is 
open  to  amendment  previous  to  engrossment,  and  when 
adopted  shall  take  the  place  of  the  original  bill  or  reso- 
lution, and  shall  be  open  to  amendment. 


RULE  XVII. 
Motion  or  Proposition  on  Subject  Different — No  mo- 
tion   or   proposition    on   a    subject    different    from    that 
under   consideration    shall   be    admitted   under    color    of 
amendment  or  substitute. 


RULE  XVIII. 

Largest  Sum  and  Longest  Time — In  filing  up  blanks 
the  largest  sum  or  number  and  the  longest  time  shall 
be  put  first. 
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RULE  XIX. 

Amendment  to  Constitution  or  Bill — When  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution,  or  any  bill  requiring  the  con- 
currence of  two -thirds  of  the  Senators  is  under  con- 
sideration, the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  shall  not  be 
required  to  decide  any  question  for  amendment^  or  ex- 
tending to  the  merits,  being  short  of  the  final  ques- 
tion. 


RULE  XX. 


Standing  Committees: — 

1.  Agriculture    and    Manufactures,    to    consist    of    5 
members. 

2.  Mileage,  to  consist  of  3  members. 

3.  Corporations,  other  than  Municipal,  to  consist  of  ' 
7  members. 

4.  Counties,   Towns  and  Municipal  Corporations,  to 
consist   of   7   members. 

5.  Education,  to  consist  of  5  members. 

6.  Engrossed  Bills^  to  consist  of  3  members. 

7.  Enrolled  Bills,  to  consist  of  3  members. 

8.  Federal  Relations,  to  consist  of  5  members. 

9.  Finance  and  Claims,  to  consist  of  7  members. 

10.  Judiciary,  to  consist  of  7  members. 

11.  Military  Affairs^  to  consist  of  5  members. 

12.  Mines  and  Mining,  to  consist  of  5  members. 

13.  Public  Buildings,  to  consist  of  7  members. 
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14.  Public  Lands^  to  consist  of  5  members. 

15.  Public  Morals,  to  consist  of  3  members. 

16.  Printing,  to  consist  of  3  members. 

17.  Roads,   Highways   and   Bridges,    to   consist   of    7 
members. 

18.  Libraries,   to   consist  of   3   members. 

19.  Irrigation    and    Water    Rights,    to    consist    of    7 
members. 

20.  l^ish  and  Game,  to  consist  of  5  members. 

21.  Election  and  Privileges,  to  consist  of  5  members. 

22.  Labor  and  Capital,  to  consist  of  5  members. 

23.  Stockgrowing  and  Grazing^  to  consist  of  7  mem- 
bers. 

24.  Immigration,  to  consist  of  5  members. 

25.  Apportionment    and    Representation,    to    consist 
of  5  members. 

26.  Rules,  to  consist  of  3  members. 

27.  Railroads    and    Transportation    to    consist    of    5 
members. 

28.  Fairs   and  Expositions  to   consist  of   5  members. 

29.  Horticulture  to  consist  of  5  members. 


RULE  XXI. 

All  Committees  of  the  Senate,  Special  or  Standing, 
and  all  Joint  Committees,  on  tne  part  of  the  Senate, 
shall  be  selected  by  a  Committee  of  Three,  to  be  elected 
by  the  Senate  (unless  otherwise  ordered)  the  selection 
so  made  by  said  Committee,  to  be  reported  to  the  Sen- 
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ate,  and  be  effective,  only,  when  ratified  by  the  Senate. 
A  majority  of  the  Senate  may  at  any  time  change  the 
membership  of  any  Committee  upon  one  day's  notice 
thereof. 


RULE  XXII. 

No  Committee  Shall  Elect  Clerk — No  Committee, 
standing  or  special,  sliall  elect  a  clerk  without  first  ob- 
taining the  consent  of  the  Senate. 


RULE  XXIII. 
Order  to  Refer — When  a  resolution  shall  be  offered 
or  a   motion  made  to  refer   any   subject,   and  different 
Committees    shall    be    proposed,    the    question    shall    be 
taken  in  the  following  order: 

1.  The  Committee  of  the  Whole  Senate. 

2.  A   Standing  Cbmmittee. 

3.  A  Select  Committee. 


RULE  XXIV. 
Order  of  Precedence — When  a  question  is  under  de- 
bate, no  motion  shall  be  received  but  the  following  privi- 
leged questions,  which  shall  have  precedence  in  the  fol- 
lowing order: 
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1.  To   adjourn. 

2.  For  a  call  of  the   Senate. 

3.  To   lay    on   the   table. 

4.  To  postpone  to  a  certain  day. 

5.  To  commit. 

6.  To  amend. 

7.  To  postpone  indefinitely;  provided,  that  a  motion 
to  lay  an  amendment  on  the  table,  if  carried,,  shall  not 
take  with  it  the  original  motion. 


RULE  XXV. 

Debatable  Motions — No  motion  shall  be  debated  un- 
til the  same  be  seconded  and  distinctly  announced  by 
the  President;  and  it  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  if  de- 
sired by  the  President  or  any  Senator,  and  read  by  the 
Secretary  before  the  same  shall  be  debated.  A  motion 
may   be   withdrawn   at   any   time   before   amendment. 


RULE  XXVI. 

When  a  Reading  of  a  Paper  is  Called  For — ^When  the 
reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for  (except  petitions),  and 
the  same  is  objected  to  by  any  Senator,  it  shall  be  de- 
termined by  a  vote  of  the  Senate,  without  debate.  But 
this  rule  is  not  applicable  to  any  bill,  resolution,  amend- 
ment, or  other  proposition  which  may  be  at  the  time 
directly  under   consideration. 
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RULE  XXVII. 

When  a  Senator  Shall  Speak— Eveiy  Senator  when 
he  speaks,  shall,  standing  in  his  place,  address  the 
President,  and  when  he  has  finished  he  shall  sit  down. 
No  Senator  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  any  one 
debate  on  the  same  day  and  at  the  same  stage  of  the 
bill,  without  leave;  and  Senators  who  have  once  spoken 
shall  not  again  be  entitled  to  the  floor  (except  for  ex- 
planation) to  the  exclusion  of  another  who  has  not 
spoken. 


RULE  XXVIIL 

Who  Shall  Speak — When  two  or  more  Senators  shall 
rise  at  once,  the  President  shall  name  the  Senator  w^ho 
is  to  speak  first. 


RULE  XXIX. 
When  Called  to  Order — When  a  Senator  shall  be 
called  to  order  he  shall  sit  down  until  the  President  shall 
have  determined  whether  he  is  in  order  or  not;  and 
every  question  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Presi- 
dent subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate  by  any  Senator. 
If  the  Senator  be  called  to  order  for  a  word  spoken, 
the  exceptional  language  shall  immediately  be  taken 
down  in  w^riting. 
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RULE  XXX. 

Previous  Question — The  previous  question  shall  be 
in  this  form:  "Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put?" 
It  shall  only  be  admitted  when  demanded  by  a  majority 
of  the  Senators  present  upon  division,  and  its  effect 
shall  be  to  put  an  end  to  all  debate  and  bring  the  Senate 
to  a  direct  vote  upon  amendments  reported  by  a  com- 
mittee, if  any^  upon  pending  amendments  and  then 
upon  the  main  question.  On  a  motion  for  the  previous 
question  and  prior  to  the  seconding  of  the  same,  a  call 
of  the  Senate  shall  be  in  order;  but  after  a  majority  of 
the  Senators  have  seconded  such  motion,  no  call  shall 
be  in  order  prior  to  the  decision  of  the  main  question. 
If  the  previous  question  is  negatived,  the  Senate  shall 
proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  motion  had 
not  l)een  made. 


RULE  XXXI. 

No  Debate  on  Motion  for  the  Previous  Question— On 
a  motion  for  the  previous  question,  and  under  the  pre- 
vious question,  there  shall  be  no  debate.  And  all  inci- 
dental questions  of  order  arising  after  a  motion  is  made 
for  the  previous  question  (or  while  acting  under  the 
previous  question),  shall  be  decided,  whether  on  appeal 
or  otherwise,  without  debate. 


RULE  XXXII. 

When  Ayes  and  Noes   Called  For— When   the  ayest 
and  noes   shall  be  called  for  by  two  members  present, 
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every  member  within  the  bar  Df  the  Senate  at  the  time 
the  question  was  put  shall  declare  openly  and  without 
debate  his  assent  or  dissent  to  the  question.  In  taking 
the  ayes  and  noes,  and  upon  the  call  of  the  Senate,  the 
names  of  the  Senators  shall  be  taken  alphabetically. 
When  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  taken  upon  any  ques- 
tion, in  pursuance  of  this  rule,  no  Senator  shall  be  per- 
mitted, under  any  circumstances  whatcA^er,  to  vote  after 
the  decision  is   announced  from  the  chair. 


RULE  XXXIII. 

Senator  Absent  Without  Bar  of  Senate — ^Whenever 
any  Senator  is  absent  without  the  bar  of  the  Senate 
when  his  name  is  called  on  the  call  of  ayes  and  noes 
on  any  vote  about  to  be  taken,  his  vote  shall  not  be  re- 
ceived unless  unanimously  agreed  to  by  the  Senators 
present;  nor  shall  a  Senator  be  counted^  on  a  division 
of  a  vote,  who  is  absent  without  the  bar  of  the  Senate 
without  leave. 


RULE  XXXIV. 

Reconsideration : — 

1.  When  a  motion  has  been  made  and  carried  or 
lost,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who  voted  with 
the  prevailing  side,  on  the  same  or  succeeding  day,  to 
move  for  the  reconsideration  thereof,  and  such  motion 
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shall  take  precedence  of  all  other  questions,  except  the 
consideration  of  a  conference  report,  a  motion  to  fix  the 
day  to  which  the  Senate  shall  adjourn,  or  take  a  re- 
cess, and  shall  not  be  withdrawn  after  the  said  suc- 
ceeding day  without  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  and 
thereafter  any  member  may  call  it  up  for  consideration; 
provided  that  such  motion,  if  made  during  the  last 
six  days  of  the  session,  shall  be  disposed  of  when 
made. 

2.  No  bill,  petition,  memorial,  or  resolution  referred 
to  a  committee,  or  reported  therefrom  for  printing  and 
recommitment,  shall  be  brought  back  into  the  Senate  on 
a  motion  to  reconsider;  and  all  bills,  petitions,  mem- 
orials or  resolutions  reported  from  a  committee  shall  be 
accompanied  by  reports  in  writing  which  shall  be 
entered   in  the  Journal. 


RULE  XXAV. 

No  Report  to  be  Made  to  the  House — If  a  Senator 
gives  notice  that  he  intends  to  move  a  reconsideration, 
the  Secretary  shall  not  report  the  bill  or  resolution  to 
the  House  of  Representatives  until  the  resolution  to  re- 
consider is  disposed  of. 


RULE  XXXVI. 

Titles  of  Bills  to  be  Inserted  in  Journal— The  titles 
of  bills,  and  such  parts  thereof  only  as  shall  be  affected 
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by  any  proposed  amendment s^  shall  be  inserted  in  the 
Journal. 


RULE  XXXVII. 

Proceedings  of  Senate  to  be  Entered  in  Journal — The 
proceedings  of  the  Senate,  when  not  acting  as  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole,  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  as 
concisely  as  possible,  care  being  taken  to  record  a  true 
and  accurate  account  of  the  proceedings;  but  every 
vote  of  the  Senate  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal,  and 
a  brief  statement  of  the  contents  of  each  petition, 
memorial  or  paper  presented  to  the  Senate  shall  also 
be  inserted  in  the  Journal. 


RULE  XXXVIII. 

Rules  of  the  Senate  in  Committee  of  the  Whole — The 
Rules  of  the  Senate  shall  be  observed  in  the  Committee 
of  the  Whole,  as  far  as  applicable,  except  limiting  the 
number  of  times  of  speaking,  and  except  that  the  ayes 
and  noes  shall  not  be  taken. 


RULE  XXXIX. 

In  all  cases  not  provided  for  in  these  rules,  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Senate  shall  be  governed  by  the  law  and 
practice  as  laid  down  in  '^"Reed's  Rules  of  Order." 
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RULE  XL. 

Rules,  When  Can  Be  Changed — No  standing  rule  or 
order  of  the  Senate  shall  be  rescinded  or  changed  with- 
out the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  Senate  and 
one  day's  notice  being  given  of  the  motion  therefor, 
which  motion  shall  embrace  the  proposed  amendment; 
but  a  rule  or  order  may  be  suspended  temporarily  by 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present,  except 
rules  or  orders  relating  to  the  final  passage  of  bills. 

All  proposed  amendments  on  any  proposed  new  rules 
shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  without 
debate. 


RULE  XLI. 

Rooms,  Passages  and  Buildings  of  Senate  Under 
Control  of  President — The  rooms,  passages  and  build- 
ings set  apart  for  the  use  of  the  Senate  shall  be  under 
the  control  and  direction  of  the  President  of  the  Senate; 
he  shall  see  that  all  the  officers  of  the  Senate  perform 
their  respective  duties,  and  may  assign  places  to  re- 
porters. 


RULE  XLII. 

Disturbance  or  Disorderly  Conduct  in  Lobbies — In 
case  of  a  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  lob- 
bies, the  President  (or  chairman  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole  Senate),  shall  have  the  power  to  order  the 
same  to  be  cleared. 
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RULE  XLIII. 

President's  Right  to   Name  Senator  to  the   Chair— 

The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  any  Senator 
to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair,  when  the  President 
pro  tem  is  not  present  in  the  Senate  Chamber,  who  is 
hereby  vested  during  such  time  with  all  the  powers  of 
the  President;  but  such  Senator  shall  not  lose  the  right 
of  voting  on  any  question  while  so  presiding. 


RULE  XLIV. 

Messengers  Introduced— Messengers  may  be  intro- 
duced in  any  stage  of  business,  except  while  a  question 
is  being  put,  where  the  ayes  and  noes  are  being  called, 
or  while  the  ballots  are  beincr  counted. 


RULE  XLV. 
Duty  of  Doorkeeper,  Sergeant-at-Arms,  and  Assistant 
Sergeant-at-Arms  in  Preserving  Order — It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  doorkeeper  to  prohibit  all  persons,  except 
Senators,  ex-Senators,  members  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, State  Officers,  Officers  of  the  two  Houses, 
and  such  reporters  as  may  have  seats  assigned  them 
by  the  President,  from  coming  within  the  bar  of  the 
Senate,  unless  invited  by  the  President,  or  a  Senator; 
and -it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  or 
Assistant  Sergeant-at-Arms,  to  arrest  for  contempt  all 
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persons  outside  the  bar  or  in  the  gallery  found  engaged 
in  loud  conversation,  or  otherwise  making  a  noise  to  the 
disturbance   of   the   Senate. 


RULE  XL VI. 

Nominations  from  the  Governor — When  nominations 
shall  be  sent  by  the  Governor  to  the  Senate  for  their 
confirmation,  the  same  shall  be,  unless  the  Senate  shall 
by  a  majority  vote  otherwise  direct,  acted  upon  at 
once. 


RULE  XLVn. 

Secret  Session — On  a  motion  made  and  seconded  to 
close  the  doors  of  the  Senate  on  the  discussion  of  any 
business,  which  may  in  the  opinion  of  the  Senate  require 
secrecy,  the  President  shall  require  all  persons,  except 
the  members,  and  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  tq  withdraw, 
and  during  the  discussion  of  said  motion  the  doors  shall 
remain  closed;  and  every  member  and  officer  of  the  Sen- 
ate shall  keep  secret  all  such  matters,  proceedings  and 
things,  whereof  secrecy  shall  be  enjoined  by  order  of  the 
Senate. 


RULE  XLVIII. 

Engrossing  and  Enrolling  Bills — ^All  bills  ordered  en- 
grossed shall  be  delivered  to  the  Chairman  of  the  En- 
grossing Committee  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate, 
and  his  dated  receipt  taken  therefor,  and  he  shall  de- 
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liver  the  same  to  the  engrossing  clerk,  and  take  his 
dated  receipt  therefor,  and  all  said  bills  shall  be  en- 
grossed in  the  order  of  their  receipt  by  said  engrossing 
clerk;  and  all  Senate  bills  shall,  after  their  final  pas- 
sage by  and  receipt  from  the  House,  be  delivered  to  the 
Chairman  of  Jhe  Enrolling  Committee  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Senate  in  the  order  of  their  receipt  from  the 
House  of  Eepresentatives,  and  the  dated  receipt  of  the 
Chairman  of  said  Enrolling  Committee  taken  therefor, 
and  said  Chairman  shall  deliver  said  bills  to  the  en- 
rolling clerk,  and  take  his  dated  receipt  therefor;  said 
bills  shall  be  enrolled  by  the  enrolling  clerk  in  the  order 
of  their  receipt  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Enrolling 
ConiTnittee. 


RULE  XLIX. 

Privilege  of  Closing  Debate — The  author  of  a  bill, 
motion  or  resolution  shall  have  the  privilege  of  closing 
the  debate  unless  the  previous  question  has  been  sus- 
tained. 


RULE  L. 

Time  in  Which  All   Committees  Shall   Report — All 

Committees  of  the  Senate  shall  report  their  action  on 
all  bills  or  matters  referred  to  them  within  three  days 
after  reference,  unless  at  the  request  of  the  committee, 
and  on  good  cause  shown,  further  time  be  granted  by 
the  Senate. 
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
